Materials created by faculty and staff of VPA and its 
preceding departments to promote events, performances 
and programs. Materials were transferred to the Archives 
by the VPA Department. 


Framed materials were removed from frames and placed in 
archival boxes and arranged alphabetically. Many materials 
are dry mounted on foam core. Materials containing 
adhesive residue are individually foldered. 


The current Department of Visual and Performing Arts 
emerged out of numerous restructuring efforts beginning 
in the 1950s. From 1957 to 1969, the Art and Music 
departments were combined to form the Department of 
Fine Arts, with classes relating to theater located in the 
Department of English and Speech. The Art and Music 
departments were separated out in the 1969-1970 
academic year, as were the Department of Speech and 
Dramatics. Theater was transferred to the Department of 
Media in the 1973-1974 academic year. The Departments 
of Art, Media, Music and Philosophy were combined under 
the category of Arts and Humanities in the fall of 1982. The 
Department of Media, Arts, and Philosophy was created in 
the fall of 1984 and by 1994, the Department of Visual and 
Performing Arts was organized, combining Art, Music, and 
Theatre. As of 2020, the Visual and Performing Arts 
Department sponsors — gallery exhibits, — musical 
performances and theatre productions. The department 
operates the Mary Cosgrove Dolphin Gallery in the Ghosh 
Science and Technology Center. The music side of the VPA 
department sponsors several vocal and_ instrumental 
groups including the Chorus, Choral, Alumni Singers to 
name a few, and hold concerts on campus and at local 
venues. The Worcester State Theatre offers three 
productions per year. 


SCOPE AND CONTENT

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installations, choral and other musical programs, lectures, 
and theater performances from 1992-2018. Materials list 
the names and locations of performances and lectures, 
creators/authors, directors, and selected performers. Most 
materials do not list the years of performances.
